May  we  begin  by  wishing  all  our  members  a  Happy  New  Year.     In  1973  may  all 
your  dreams  come  true  but  none  of  your  nightmares ! 

This  term,   the  last  under  the  present  College  system,  will  be  marked  by  a 
number  of  interesting  events.     These  include  principally  the  College  Ball  on 
March  16,  the  Chinese  Club  New  Year  Ball  on  January  27  and  Dr.  Lai's  film  series, 
his  final  one  alas!     A  separate  leaflet  is  enclosed  on  the  film  series  and  we  do 
urge  you  to  take  advantage  of  your  last  chance  to  learn  in  this  delightful  way 
about  our  Pacific  neighbours. 

The  Chinese  New  Year  celebration  has  for  the  past  four  years  been  one  of 
the  College's  most  popular  occasions.     It  has  never  been  possible  to  obtain 
tickets  at  the  last  moment,  so  see  Mrs.  Nasser  early.     The  Ball  is  being  held  in 
the  Commons  Block  Dining  Room  from  7:30  p.m.   -  1:30  a.m.  and  featuring  the  ENCORES. 
Tickets  are  $6.50  per  couple,  which  includes  a  Chinese  dinner  and  floorshow.  Dress 
is  semi- formal  or  formal. 

On  the  College  Ball  you  will  hear  more  later,  but  do  mark  March  16  in  your 
diary  as  this  will  be  the  last  such  occasion  and  we  really  aim  to  make  it  something 
special.     How  social  functions  will  operate  under  the  new  arrangements  is  not  yet 
clear,  but  the  College  Ball  has  always  been  notable  as  an  occasion  conducted  in 
style  yet  much  enjoyed  by  dancers  of  all  ages,   from  the  first-year  student  to  the 
University  President. 

A  word  follows  about  three  other  important  aspects  of  College  life  this  term: - 

i)  Swimming 

The  Swimming  Party  at  the  end  of  November  was  attended  by  about  seventy 
students.     It  cost  $57.00,  i.e.  about  75c  per  student.     Clearly  such  a  group 
in  the  vast  Crystal  Pool  could  swim  in  luxury,  but  the  College  funds  are 
hardly  being  expended  with  maximum  economy  and  benefit  to  all.     Because  the 
Pool  authorities  had   (without  informing  us)   laid  on  free-for-all  swimming 
during  that  weekend,  some  students  might  have  attended  in  daytime  rather  than 
on  the  Sunday  evening,,     In  the  hope  that  this  might  have  been  the  explanation 
of  our  very  modest  attendance,  we  are  going  to  try  at  least  one  more  Sunday 
evening  swim.     This  will  be  on  Sunday,  January  21,  at  the  Crystal  Pool  at 
9:15  p.m. ,  for  two  hours.     There  will  be  no  charge  for  College  members,  but  a 
nominal  25c  for  guests  of  College  members  or  for  A. M.S.  members  outside  the 
two  colleges.     Once  again,  we  have  to  ask  you  to  collect  tickets  from 
Mrs.  Nasser,   in  the  Craigdarroch  General  Office,  so  that  lifeguards  can  be 
provided  according  to  expected  numbers.     Everyone  who  came  last  time  found 
the  swimming  most  delightful.     Do  please  take  your  chance  of  having  this 
Olympic-standard  pool  all  to  yourselves.     Last  time  there  was  a  distinct 
shortage  of  men!

Story  of  Dr.  Norman  Bethune  B/W:   60  min. 

A  Canadian  doctor  who  went  to  Yenan  during 
World  War  II  and  helped  the  Chinese  Communist 
forces  against  the  Japanese.     He  set  up  a 
hospital,  medical  school  and  mobile  operating 
theatre.     His  tireless  energies  astounded  and 
inspired  the  Chinese.     After  he  cut  his  fingers 
during  an  operation,   infection  set  in,  and  he 
died  of  blood  poisoning  on  November  13,   1939.  A 
tomb  has  been  set  up  in  China  today  in  memory 
of  his  work.

The  beginning  of  the  struggle  to  release 
China  from  its  bondage  to  the  past.  The 
Manchu  dynasty  was  unable  to  face  the 
need  to  adjust  to  the  modern  world  and 
was  basicly  corrupt  and  could  not  survive. 
After  the  Manchus  disappear  China  goes 
through  a  period  of  flux,  but  by  the  1920 's 
a  military  force  had  been  added  to  Sun  Yat 
Sen's   ideas  of  Nationalism,  Democracy,  and 
Socialism.     This  gave  China  dignity  and  its 
first  hope  for  peace  and  unity  in  a  century. 
But  another  ideology  -  Communism  -  tore  apart 
the  long  sought  national  peace. 

(b)  History  of  China:   Part  11:1927-1941        B/W:   29  min, 
In  the  late  1920 's  the  first  stable  government 
in  years  was  established.     Chiang  Kai-shek  led 
the  country  into  the  modern  industrial  world, 
and  the  urban  centres  made  great  strides.  However, 
the  life  of  the  peasants,  who  were  the  bulk  of  the 
population,  changed  little,  and  the  Communists 
gained  strength. 

The  Japanese  fear  Chiang's  strength  and  the 
eventual  loss  of  control  of  Manchuria,   so  in  1931 
they  attack  Manchuria  and  begin  the  military 
conquest  of  China.     In  the  face  of  this  Chiang 
unites  Nationalists  and  Communists  against  Japan, 
but  he  is  forced  to  retreat  to  Chunking.

The  Japanese  attack  on  Pearl  Harbour 
gained  Chiang  Kai-shek  the  Americans 
as  allies,  and  he  gained  prestige  as 
a  leader  against  the  Axis.  However, 
his  army  was  inefficient  and  corrupt, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  war  China  fell 
again  into  civil  war.     This  time  the 
Communists  won.     Severe  inflation  de- 
stroyed Chiang's  middle  class,  and  by 
1949  the  Communists  controlled  mainland 
China  and  Chiang  retreated  to  Taiwan.

The  film  presents  a  general  impression  of 
mainland  China  showing  the  changes  that  have 
been  brought  about  since  Communism  came  to 
power.     The  foundation  of  the  economy  is 
agriculture  as  75%  of  the  people  live  in 
rural  areas,  and  the  structure  and  operation 
of  the  agricultural  communes  is  explained. 
The  education  system  at  all  levels  is  described. 
Also  visited  are  some  of  the  major  cities  for  an 
insight  into  the  life  of  the  city  dweller. 

This  film  was  taken  on  a  4-week  tour  of  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  during  the  summer  of 
1971,  organized  by  C.C.E.,  U.B.C.     The  tour  visited 
Soochow,  Nanking,  Tsinan,   Peking,  Changsha  and 
Canton.     They  saw  schools,  factories,  agricultural 
communes,  museums,   the  Great  Wall,   and  concerts. 
They  met  with  Chinese  teachers,  scientists,  factory 
workers,  peasants,  and  People's  Liberation  Army  cadres.
